LORD GORELL’S ADDRESS 


The Fifth Ordinary General Meeting of Boulton Paul Aircraft, 
Limited, was held, on 30 November, at the Grand Hotel, 
Birmingham. 

Lord Gorell, C.B.E., M.C., chairman of the company, presid- 
ing, said :—Ladies and gentlemen,—We hold our meeting this 
year in Birmingham for the first time, feeling that in all the 
circumstances that may be for the convenience of the largest 
number of shareholders. 

In my speech at the last annual meeting I stated that your 
directors did not feel at that time able to announce a decision 
on the question of capital increase. But shortly after that it 
became evident that it would be in the best interests of the 
company to proceed in this matter, and your directors decided 
accordingly that the unissued 400,000 5s. ordinary shares, rank- 
ing pari passu with the then issued shares, should be offered at 
6s, each to the existing shareholders. The whole of these were 
subscribed, and as a result the authorised issued share capital 
of the company has increased from £400,000 to £500,000. The 
balance of the share premium, after deducting the expense 
of issue, has been added to general reserve, bringing this to 
£28,662. 

INCREASED VALUE OF ASSETS 

The company’s fixed assets have increased in value from 
£232,001 to £254,752, additions to buildings, plant, and equip- 
ment during the year having amounted to just under £38,000 
—just over £15,000 having been written off. 

Turning to current assets you will see that the net value 
of current assets has undergone a big increase from £327,231 
to £880,423. 

The very large gross figure of over £2,500,000 for work in 
progress is accounted for largely by the greatly increased scale 
of the company’s working, but also by the time taken to fix 
prices, as a result of which, from an accounting point of view, 
aircraft actually delivered in respect of which prices have not 
been fixed appear under this heading. Your directors have been 
advised that in view of these circumstances it would be proper 
to include a proportion of accrued profits in respect of this. 

This large increase in the net current assets has naturally been 
reflected in a large increase of current liabilities, in particular, 
at the end of the financial year the amount owing to the com- 
pany’s bankers had increased to £343,674. 

Large as this amount is, from our present knowledge it is 
apparent that the necessity for these borrowings is increasing 
and will continue very considerably to increase. 


PRESENT SITUATION 


I must now say something about the present situation in view 
of the state of war existing. As is inevitable, there is an even 
greater demand than heretofore for the company’s products and 
we have a special duty to exercise all our efforts to satisfy those 
demands in full. 

This means still further expansion, still greater increase in 
turnover, with consequential increase for the money invested in 
fixed assets and employed as working capital. For reasons 
which you will readily understand, it is inadvisable to indicate 
the nature of this expansion, but I can at any rate mention 
that in one very important branch of your company’s business, 
which is making armament for aircraft, we have particular 
reason to be well satisfied with the results of our development 
work. The high technical quality of our products has already 
been demonstrated, and a very large part of our exparsion is in 
this field. We are very actively continuing our development 
work. and we believe that we are making a valuable contribution 
to this country’s air strength. In addition, aircraft armaments 
of this company’s design are being manufactured on a large scale 
elsewhere.

EXTENSION OF BORROWING POWERS 


In part, the extension of the company’s fixed assets is being 
financed by the Air Ministry, but a very considerable part of the 
additional capital will have to be provided by the company, 
and for this purpose your directors are asking for an extension 
of their borrowing powers. As you are aware, the Articles of 
Association at present limit these borrowing powers to the 
amount of the nominal authorised capital of the company. You 
will already have received notice of an extraordinary general 
meeting to follow immediately after this meeting, and at the 
extraordinary meeting your directors are asking you to pass 4 
resolntion autherising an increase in the borrowing powers to 
twice the nominal amount of the authorised share capital, 

As to the future. the framing of a policy by an industrial 
organisation is based on an estimate of market requirements, 
which, in its turn, is founded on the forecast which those re- 
sponsible for framing the policy can make for the State or 
community whose needs they expect to serve. It is difficult to 
“id how, at the present time, any long-term policy can be formu- 
ated. 

An Extraordinary General Meeting of the company held sub- 
sequently sanctioned an increase in the borrowing nowers to 
twice the nominal amount of the anthorised share capital. 

The report and accounts were adopted.

The money value of total daily sales reported 
was 6°5 per cent, higher than in October 1938. 
Each of the five provincial districts showed an 
appreciable rise, but both London areas a contrac- 
tion—fractional for the Suburban but exceeding 
31 per cent. for the Central. Sales of food and 
perishables rose by 9°6 per cent. and of other mer- 
chandise by 3°3 per cent. Total sales during the 
nine months February-October were 41 per cent.

RETAIL TRADE 


COMPARISON OF 


In continuation of the statistics relating to retail 
trade prepared by the Bank of England,* there is given 
on page 764 a table showing the relation of sales in 
October 1939 to sales in the corresponding period of 
1938. Index numbers showing the relation of certain 
sales in October 1939 to average daily sales in 1937 are 
given in a further table. Figures are also given compar- 
ing the value, at cost, of stocks held, this information 
being supplied by a smaller number of concerns. De- 
partmental details for sales in each district were not 
included in the tables published for August and Septem- 
ber last; these have now become available and are 
given in the concluding table on page 765. 


A fact which should always be borne in mind in con- 
sidering these retail trade statistics is the difficulty of 
securing adequate representation of the smaller indi- 
vidual retailer.

In comparing sales figures for individual concerns

that retailers use a variety{ of accounting periods and 
also that the number of selling days in any calendar 
month varies from year to year. Returns have, there- 
fore, to be adjusted to some extent in order to render 
the sales for 1938 and 1939 comparable when combined 
into district or other totals. Almost all contributors 
now report regularly the number of days on which sell- 
ing took place in their shops during the period to which 
their figures relate. On each return, therefore, the 
1938 sales are corrected, where necessary, by the 
appropriate amount to make them comparable with 
1939 so far as length of period is concerned. The number 
of selling days in the calendar month of October was 
identical in both years, and accordingly corrections for 
differences in length of period were necessary on very 
few of the schedules. 


TREATMENT OF TRADE IN NEWLY-OPENED OR CLOSED 
BRANCHES AND DEPARTMENTS 


It must also be remembered that the figures refer, 
as far as possible, only to trade of branches or depart- 
ments which have been established for a year at least 
and which were, therefore, actually in operation in 
the two months for which the return is made. The 
object of this is to minimise the danger of showing as 4 
general expansion of sales in any district movements 
which are not representative of average operating re- 
sults and which possibly reflect transfers of trade from 
established to newly-opened concerns. Once the new 
branch or department can report its own sales not only 
for the month in the current year but also for the same

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month a year earlier, the percentage movements re- 
corded should not be seriously affected, but as the first 
comparison will be with a period of expanding sales 
the published statistics will have a favourable bias. 


SALES 


COMPARISON WITH TWELVE Montus EARLIER 


October.—The money value of total daily sales re- 
ported for October 1939 was 6°5 per cent. higher than 
that for October 1938, the corresponding (abnormal) 
increase for September being 13-9 per cent. and for 
August 6:4 per cent. There was an appreciable rise in 
each of the five provincial districts, reaching approxi- 
mately 164 per cent. in the Midlands and South Wales 
and in the South of England. Both London areas 
showed a contraction, fractional in the Suburbs but of 
serious proportions (31:2 per cent.) in the Central area, 
which had already in October 1938 shown a decrease 
of 89 per cent. from the October 1937 level. 


Sales of food and perishables, which accounted for 
approximately 51 per cent, of the total value reported, 
rose by 9°6 per cent., increases in the five provincial 
districts ranging from 8°6 per cent. in the North-West 
to 15°7 per cent. in the Midlands and South Wales. 
Suburban London sales were lower by 1°3 per cent. 
and those in Central and West End London by 27:1 per 
cent, 


Sales of other merchandise expanded by 3°3 per 
cent. The increase in this division was shared by all 
districts except Central and West End London, the 
rise being most marked in the South of England 
(180 per cent.) and only slightly less so in the Mid- 
lands and South Wales (17°6 per cent.). The fall in 
Central and West End London amounted to 31°8 per 
cent. For the country as a whole the movement in 
the main categories of merchandise varied consider- 
ably, furnishing departments showing a decrease of as 


much as 14:7 per cent., while men’s and boys’ wear 


rose by no less than 17:5 per cent. The corresponding 
figures for these two categories a year ago in com- 
parison with October 1937 were both decreases, 9°4 
per cent. for furnishing departments and 0:9 per cent. 
for men’s and boys’ wear. The figures for sports 
and travel goods indicate exceptionally large increases 
in all areas apart from Central and West End London, 
but this department represents only a small propor- 
tion of total sales in any district, and its sales in all 
other areas taken together amount to little more than 
in Central and West End London alone. The pro- 
nounced rise in October (apart from that one district) 
is probably due to early Christmas shopping and to 
purchases for the fighting forces, and does not in any 
case represent a very large turnover. 


February-October.—The value of total sales reported 
during the nine months to the end of October exceeded 
that for the corresponding period of 1938 by 4:1 per 
cent. Increases varied between 5°4 per cent. and 8:0 
per cent. in the five provincial areas, but amounted to 
only 1:5 per cent. in Suburban London. The long 
continued decrease in sales in the Central and West 
End district has now reduced the level to date in that 
area to more than 11 per cent. below the correspond- 
ing 1988 figure. For the country as a whole food and 
perishables were higher than a year ago by 4°5 per 
cent. and other merchandise by 3°8 per cent., the 
only decreases being in Central and West End London. 
The leading category among those with expanded sales 
was boots and shoes (98 per cent.). The largest 
decrease (4:1 per cent.) was in respect of hardware. 


A comparison of the sales movements for February- 
October in London and in the rest of Great Britain 
18 given in Table II. Recent events have accentuated

the difference between the trend of sales in these two 
geographical divisions, noticeable now for some con- 
siderable time. Whereas at the end of the half-year 
London sales stood 1:7 per cent. lower than a year pre- 
viously and provincial sales 8-2 per cent. higher, at the 
end of nine months the London decrease amounted to 
38 per cent. and the provincial increase to 6:7 per 
cent. The London division showed increases in only 
two categories of merchandise—boots and shoes and 
food and perishables—and the rise amounted to only 
1‘9 per cent. in the former and 0°3 per cent. in the 
latter. Decreases in the other categories of the table 
ranged from 3:0 per cent. for men’s and boys’ wear 
to 13°5 per cent. for hardware. In the provinces, on 
the other hand, every category expanded, the up- 
ward movement being least (2:0 per cent.) in hardware 
and greatest (12:1 per cent.) in boots and shoes. 


INDEX NUMBERS* 


The normal seasonal rise between September and 
October was not evident in 1939, the index of total 
sales being identical at 109 in both months. During 
the eight years 1932-1939 the rise between August 
and October has varied between 13 and 17 points for 
sales as a whole; the 1939 rise of 15 points is therefore 
normal. The unusual feature for 1939 is the heavy 
September purchasing, with consequent similarity be- 
tween September and October indexes. 


The index for food and perishables (113) was slightly 
lower than in September (114). There was a fall of 
6 points in Central and West End London and also in 
the South of England, but little change elséwhere. 
Other merchandise advanced by 3 points to 106. The 
monthly movement was upward in all areas except the 
South of England, where the index fell from 130 to 
125, and the North East, where the September and 
October figures were identical. 


The three months’ indexes now available for apparel 
and household goods show that these two groups of 
merchandise have fared rather differently during the 
period. Standing respectively at 111 and 112 in July, 
apparel fell to 80 in August but recovered to 107 in 
September, and continued to rise, reaching 116 in 
October; household goods likewise declined to 80 in 
August and recovered to 90 in September, but relapsed 
to 86 in October. The drop between July and August 
(which is largely seasonal) was evident in all districts 
for both groups. Apparel rose in all districts in 
October, but household goods advanced only in Scot- 
land, the North East and the two London areas. In 
the South of England there was a relatively heavy 
fall. 


STOCKS 


The total value of stocks at the end of October was 
5:0 per cent. higher in 1939 than in 1938. This is the 
largest increase in stocks since November 1937. 
Higher stocks were reported for all seven areas, the 
rise varying from 0-9 per cent. in Central and West 
End London to 109 per cent. in the South of 
England. The food and perishables division showed 
the most considerable increase, 24:0 per cent., the 
corresponding increase a month earlier being 20°9 per 
cent. Other merchandise as a whole rose by 3°7 per 
cent., all the main categories except boots and shoes 
and sports and travel goods exceeding the figures of a 
year ago. Stocks of piece-goods showed the largest 
increase (84 per cent.), and boots and shoes the 
greatest decrease (6:9 per cent.).

The only movements in the London exchange rates 
on the principal European centres in November were in 
respect of Danish crowns, lire and belgas. As compared 
with Danish crowns the pound gained about 1} percent. 
in the first week, but lost about 24 and 14 per cent., 
respectively, in the second and third weeks; on balance 
during the month sterling depreciated by 3 per cent. 
In relation to lire the pound lost rather more than 2 per 
cent, during November, most of this depreciation occur- 
ring in the second week; rates for belgas moved in 
favour of sterling in the first half of the month, but 
subsequently the movement was reversed, the pound 
gaining 0°3 per cent. on balance during the month. The 
maximum variations in the closing rates for these 
currencies in November were: Danish crowns, 19°75 to

TRADING WITH THE ENEMY ACT, 1939 


GENERAL INFORMATION: FREIGHT. PAY- 
MENTS: NORTHERN IRELAND 


1. The public are reminded that the Trading with 
the Enemy Act, 1939, makes it an offence, subject to 
heavy penalties, to trade with the enemy. Trading 
sith the enemy is deemed to include any commercial, 
financial or other intercourse and dealings with, or for 
the benefit of, an enemy. 


2. The expression ‘* enemy ”’ for the purpose of the 

Act does not include any person by reason only that 
i is an enemy subject (i.e. a national of an enemy 
country), but means— 

(a) any State, or Sovereign of a State, at war with 
His Majesty, 

(b) any individual resident in enemy territory (includ- 
ing any territory in the occupation of the enemy), 

(c) any body of persons (whether corporate or unin- 
corporate) carrying on business in any place, if 
and so long as the body is controlled by a person 
who, under this section, is an enemy, 

(d) any body of persons constituted or incorporated in, 
or under the laws of, a State at war with His 
Majesty, or 

(e) any other person specified as an enemy in the 
schedules annexed to the Trading with the 
Enemy (Specified Persons) Orders (S.R. &0O., 
1939, Nos. 1166, 1333 and 1537). 


3, Communications relating to matters arising under 
‘he Act generally should be addressed to the Trading 
vith the Enemy Branch (Treasury and Board of 
Trade), Alexandra House, Kingsway, London, W.C.2, 
ith the following exceptions :— 

(a) Enquiries relating to (i) questions whether persons 
may trade with companies incorporated in 
Northern Ireland and partnerships and indi- 
viduals carrying on business there, and whether 
such companies and firms are permitted to con- 
tinue to trade, (ii) inspections under Section 3 
of the Act, and (iii) transfers of securities of 
registered companies to enemy subjects not resi- 
dent in the United Kingdom or France, should be 
addressed to the Companies Department, Board 
of Trade, Great George Street, London, S.W.1. 

(b) Communications regarding property belonging to 
enemies (including money which, but for the war, 
would be payable to or for the benefit of an 
enemy) should be addressed to the Custodian of 











Enemy Property—see paragraphs 5 and 6 below; 
and 

(c) Communications regarding patents, designs or trade 
marks should be addressed to the Patent Office, 
25, Southampton Buildings, Chancery Lane, 
London, W.C.2, 


FREIGHT PAYMENTS 


4. Under the powers conferred on them by the Act 
the Board of Trade have issued general licences (1) 
authorising the London Chamber of Commerce to pay 
freight and other necessary charges to or for the benefit 
of any enemy on behalf of the owners of any cargo in a 
ship lying at a port in any country, not being enemy 
territory, for the purpose of obtaining possession of 
that cargo (Statutory Rules and Orders, 1939, No. 
1695) and (2) sanctioning the transfer of securities to 
any enemy subject resident in the United Kingdom or 
France (Statutory Rules and Orders, 1989, No. 1516). 


NORTHERN IRELAND ‘ 


5. With a view to preventing the payment of money 
to enemies and preserving enemy property in contem- 
plation of arrangements to be made at the conclusion 
of peace, the Board of Trade under powers conferred 
on them by Section 7 of the Act have made an Order, 
the Trading with the Enemy (Custodian) Order 
(Statutory Rules and Orders, 1939, No. 1198) which 
requires any money normally payable to, or for the 
benefit of, an enemy to be paid to the custodian of 
enemy property for that part of the United Kingdom 
in which the person who makes the payment is resi- 
dent or carries on business. The Custodian of Enemy 
Property for Northern Ireland appointed by the 
Board of Trade is Major G. F. Hill, 0.B.E., Royal 
Courts of Justice, Ulster, Belfast. 


6. Any person holding or managing property for or 
on behalf of an enemy is required to give notice of the 
fact to the Custodian and to furnish him with such 
returns and accounts and other information as he may 
require. Companies incorporated in Northern Ireland 
and companies incorporated outside the United King- 
dom which have a share transfer or share registration 
office in Northern Ireland are required to furnish in 
writing to the Custodian full particulars of all securi- 
ties issued by the company which are held by or for 
the benefit of an enemy. Every partner and every 
firm of which any of the partners is an enemy or to 
which money has been lent by an enemy is similarly 
required to disclose to the Custodian full particulars 
of any shares or profits or interest due to such an 
enemy. Applications for forms for the purpose of 
making returns relating to the foregoing should be 
made to the Custodian.

TRADING WITH THE ENEMY ORDER 
SPECIFIED PERSONS 


The Board of Trade have made an Order amending 
the Trading with the Enemy (Specified Persons) Order, 
dated 13 September, the Trading with the Enemy 
(Specified Persons) (Amendment) Order, dated 
30 September, and the Trading with the Enemy 
(Specified Persons) (Amendment) (No. 2) Order, dated 
1 November. 

The new Order, which is called the Trading with the 
Enemy (Specified Persons) (Amendment) (No. 3) 
Order, came into force on 1 December. 

The original Order directs that 278 persons or firms 
carrying on business in various foreign countries shall 
be deemed to be enemies for the purpose of the Trading 
with the Enemy Act; the first amending Order made

36 additions, four deletions and 21 amendments, and 
the second amending Order made 81 additions, seven 
deletions and 13 amendments. The new Order makes 
109 additions, six deletions and 16 amendments. 


Traders, shipowners and others are accordingly 
warned that. it will be unlawful to transact busmess or 
to have other dealings with any person specified 
in the original Order, as amended by the three Amend- 
ment Orders, without official permission (which will 
not be granted save in very exceptional circumstances). 
Offenders will be liable to heavy penalties.

WAR RISKS INSURANCE ACT, 1939 
COASTING TRADE AND TRANSHIPMENT 


Coasting Trade.—By virtue of a new Defence Regu- 
lation made under Section 1 of the Emergency 
Powers (Defence) Act, 1939, and of an Order under the 
War Risks Insurance Act, 1939, which came into effect 
on 3 December, goods covered by a policy of insurance 
issued under Part IL of the War Risks Insurance Act 
will, when proceeding coastwise between two ports in 
the United Kingdom in a vessel which is not due to call 
at any port outside the United Kingdom, be held to 
be covered during the sea voyage by that policy with- 
out the need for additional marine war risks insurance. 
Accordingly, a policy under Part II of the Act will 
cover the goods in transit between any two United 
Kingdom ports including ports in Northern Ireland. 


Transhipment.—Where goods are destined for, or 
exported from, the United Kingdom, and are insured 
against war risks with the War Risks Insurance 
Office, they will not be subjected to additional pre- 
mium for transhipment at a United Kingdom port 
where such transhipment is involved. Where insur- 
ance other than by declaration against open cover has 
been effected prior to 3 December additional pre- 
mium for transhipment at a United Kingdom port will, 
however, continue to be payable, in accordance with 
the current published schedule of rates. In the case of 
declarations against open cover, additional premium 
for transhipment will be payable in respect of sailings 
to or from the oversea port prior to 3 December. 


COMMODITY INSURANCE SCHEME 


MopiFICATION OF Provisions RELATING TO EXxcLUSION 
oF CERTAIN Goops 


Following representations made to them by respon- 
sible bodies, the Board of Trade have made two further 
Orders under the War Risks Insurance Act, 1939. The 
first Order makes certain amendments in the War 
Risks Insurance (General Exceptions) Order made on 
22 September, viz.:— 

(a) For the first item in the Schedule to the Order 
relating to agriculture there is substituted the following 
amended definition :— 

‘‘ Growing crops, plants and trees, livestock, and, in 
relation to a person carrying on the business of pro- 
ducing agricultural products, the following goods pro- 
duced by that person when on land occupied by him in 
the course of that business, that is to say, agricultural 
products and articles of food and drink wholly or 
partly manufactured or derived from any such product 
and fleeces and the skins of animals.’’ 

(b) The effect of the terms of item 7 of the Schedule was 
to make mica uninsurable. The new order specifically makes 
mica. insurable. 

(c) In item 10 of the Schedule, which relates to iron and 
steel of certain descriptions, for the words “ structural 
work including bridge, pier, tank and plate work while at

producers’ works ” there are substituted the words 
‘‘ assemblies of plates and sectional materials as component 
parts of structures.” 


It is further provided that no Order directing that 
goods of any description shall be deemed not to be 
goods insurable under Part II shall, in relation to any 
person carrying on a business in the course of which 
he constructs or repairs ships or propelling machinery 
for ships, have effect in relation to any goods appro. 
priated for the construction or repair of any particular 
ship or part of such ship. 


The second Order excludes from insurance under 
Part Il of the Act the following descriptions of 
goods :— 

(1) Slates for dampcourses and slate slabs. 

(2) Concrete products of all deseriptions. 

(3) The following manufactures of stone:— 

Pavement kerbs and setts; channels, slabs and 
flags; and manufactured stone for building pur. 
poses. 

(4) Spent oxide of iron. 

(5) The following compounds of radium of a coneentra- 
tration exceeding 10 per cent.:— 

Bromide, carbonate, chloride and sulphate. 

(6) Ores, concentrates, mattes, drosses and residues of 
gold, silver, platinum, palladium, iridium, rho. 
dium, osmium and ruthenium. 

(7) Gold, silver, platinum, palladium, iridium, rho- 
dium, osmium and ruthenium, and alloys thereof, 
in sheet or tube; and ply-metal in the form of 
shect, tube or wire of which any of the said metals 
or any alloy thereof is a component, 

(8) Nickel, unwrought, in all forms. 

(9) Printing machinery of the following deseriptions:— 

Typesetting, letterpress (including rotary and 
flat bed), lithographic, photogravure and _ stereo- 
typing. 

(10) Recovered sewage grease and sewage sludge. 


Note in Regard to Agriculture.—The original Order 
exempted the great bulk of agricultural products from 
the operation of the seheme while on the farm, buts 
few products, e.g. milk, butter, cheese, eggs, still 
remained insurable while so situated. In these: cases 
the value of the stock rarely, if ever, exceeded £1,000, 
and insurance consequently remained voluntary. 
Farmers have not, in fact, availed themselves of the 
facilities, and it has been considered unnecessary to 
retain any distinction in regard to insurability for 
different classes of agricultural produce while on the 
farm. The effect of the amended Order is entirely to 
remove such produce from the scope of the commodity 
insurance scheme. 


IMPORT LICENSING 
Notice to Importers No, 17 
HARD SOAP 


The Board of Trade announce that they have issued 
an Open General Licence authorising, as from 4 De- 
cember, until further notice, the importation of hard 
soap, in bars or tablets, other than abrasive soap and 
toilet soap, if consigned from any part of the British 
Empire, except Palestine and Transjortlan. 

Imports of these goods, if consigned from the 
British Empire, except Palestine and Transjordan, 
may therefore now be effected without further licens- 
ing. 


Notice to Importers No. 18 


PERSONAL AND HOUSEHOLD EFFECTS; 
RETURNED GOODS; TRADE SAMPLES; GIFTS 

Until further notice licences will not be required to 
import the following :— 


(a) Personal and household effects (other than arms ané 
ammunition), whether accompanying the travellet 
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or not, provided that the goods are not being im- 
ported as merchandise or for sale. 

(b) Goods which are returned to this country in the same 
state as exported or after repair. 

(c) Trade samples whether imported as cargo or through 
the post. 

(d) Gifts brought in by a traveller or sent by post from 
a private sender to a private addressee. 


Eligibility for these concessions must in each case 
be established to the satisfaction of the proper Officer 
of Customs and Excise. 


IRON AND STEEL PRODUCTS 


ADDITION TO IMPORT FREE LIST: 
FORTHCOMING LICENSING 


The Treasury, under the powers conferred upon 
them by the Import Duties (Emergency Provisions)

SEYCHELLES 
FOREIGN TRADE IN 1938 


According to the Colony of Seychelles Trade Report for 
the year 1938, the total imports of merchandise in the year 
under review amounted to Rs. 1,137,134, a decrease of 
Rs. 126,217, or 10 per cent., as compared with Rs. 1,263,351 
for 1937. 

Imports from the United Kingdom declined from 
Rs, 452,607 to Rs. 415,524, while imports from other parts of 
the British Empire also fell from Rs. 499,887 to Rs. 464,463. 
The import trade with the British Empire totalled 
Rs, 879,987, and was down by Rs. 72,507 as compared with 
Rs. 952,494 for the previous year. Shipments from foreign 
countries, with the value of Rs. 257,147, showed a decline of 
Rs. 53,710, as compared with Rs. 310,857 for 1937, 

The value of exports in 1938 reached the total of 
Rs. 944,008, a decrease of Rs. 559,802, or 37 per cent., as 
compared with Rs. 1,503,310 a year earlier.

The Board of Trade have received a copy of an Order, 
dated 1 November 1939, which prohibits the export from 
Aden except under licence of goods of any description to an 
ultimate destination in the Dominion of Canada or outside 
the British Empire after the exclusion of the Dominion of 
Canada. 


IMPORT PROHIBITIONS 


The Board of Trade have received a copy of an Order, 
dated 1 November 1939, which prohibits the importation 
into Aden except under licence of any goods from any 
foreign, country and from Canada, Newfoundland, Hong 
Kong and British Sudan. Licences will not be necessary for 
imports from any countries within the British Empire other 
than those specified above.

AUSTRALIA 
IMPORT LICENSING REGULATIONS 


The High Commissioner for Australia has received tele- 
graphic advice from the Commonwealth Government to the 
effect that under the Customs (Import Licensing) Regula- 
tions which came into operation on 1 December 1939 all 
goods from non-sterling countries are prohibited from im- 
portation into Australia except under licence. 

Sterling countries which, for the present, are excluded 
from the provisions of the Regulations are defined as 
follows :— 

(1) All British Empire countries, except Canada, New- 

foundland and Hong Kong; 

(2) Countries administered under British mandate ; 

(3) Egypt and the Sudan. 


Goods have been graded, according to importance, into 
four categories, A, B, C and D. These, for administrative 
purposes, have been based on Tariff items. In most in- 
stances all goods covered by a Tariff item have been graded 
into a particular category, but in others the Tariff item has 
been sub-divided into two or more categories. 


Categories A, B and C, 

Licences for goods in categories A, B and C will be 
granted to individual importers during the first two months 
of the licensing period on the basis of one-sixth of the 
imports of the goods concerned during the base year 
1938-39. Details of the goods affected have not yet been 
received. 


Category D. 

With regard to goods from non-sterling countries covered 
by Category D, no licence will be granted unless the Austra- 
lian Customs authorities are satisfied that very special 
reasons exist. Category D has been divided into three 
groups, viz.:— 


First Group: 
All goods classifiable under the Tariff items specified ; 
Second Group: 
Particular goods classifiable under Tariff items; 
Third Group: 
Particular goods unspecified in Tariff items; 
as set out in the schedule appended. 


Goods in transit on 1 December 1939 will be exempted from 
the provisions of the Regulations, provided importation into 
Australia is effected by 29 February 1940. 

Goods on order for which drafts have been drawn under letters 
of credit established prior to 1 December 1939 by banks operating 
in Australia will be admitted under licence, irrespective of cate- 
gory classification, provided the Australian importer produces a 
certificate from the bank concerned that the goods were so pur- 
chased. In the case of other “‘ on order” goods, the position is : 

(1) Licences will not be granted if goods are listed wholly 
in category D. 

(2) If goods are listed in categories A, B or C and amounts 
are not abnormal (say, not appreciably in excess of 
one-sixth of value of Australian importer’s total 
importation of the same goods during the year 
1938-39) licences may be granted. 


Cases not covered by principles (1) and (2) will be considered 
on representations by the Australian importers.

The necessity for replacing these temporary signs with 
something of a more permanent character is all too ap- 
parent. In order to avoid the confusion that may result 
from local authorities adjacent to each other adopting 
different signs for one and the same purpose, the B.S.I., 
with the approval of the Home Office, has just issued 
Standard Specification in the BS/ARP series standardising 
the size, form and other details for these signs. The draft- 
ing of the Standard has been undertaken under the egis 
of a Joint Committee of the Illuminating Engineering 
Society and the Home Office (A.R.P. Department). 

Directional and location signs have been standardised for 
the following :—Aid raid shelter; report and control centre: 
cleansing depot; wardens’ post; fire station; auxiliary fire 
station; fire alarm; hospital; first-aid post; ambulance 
station; A.R.P. headquarters; and police stations.

SILICA BASINS, CRUCIBLES AND CAPSULES 


A new British Standard for silica basins, crucibles 
and capsules (B.S. No. 875-1939) has recently been 
published, and forms part of a series of British 
Standards for scientific glassware and silica ware. 

Parts 1 and 2 deal with basins and crucibles respectively, 
and give the range of sizes, materials from which they are 
to be made and tables of dimensions. 

Part 3 is confined to capsules with lid for combined 
moisture and ash determination, and deals also with the 
material and dimensions.

INTERNATIONAL ELECTROTECHNICAL 
COMMISSION 


In present circumstances the work of many inter- 
national organisations has necessarily been curtailed or 
even suspended. It is to be noted, however, that 
during the war it is proposed to maintain the Central 
Office of the International Electrotechnical Commis- 
sion in London. 

It will probably not be possible for meetings of the 
Technical Advisory Committees to be held during the 
war, but as much as possible will be done by corre- 
spondence with a view to bringing to a conclusion all 
work which was nearing completion at the outbreak of 
hostilities. It is felt that the National Committees 
may like to have the benefit of the work already 
accomplished, and as many as possible of the draft 
specifications which have been under consideration 
during the last year or two will, it is hoped, be issued 
as Provisional I.E.C. Recommendations. In the meat- 
time, copies of all existing I.E.C. Publications are still 
obtainable from the General Secretary of the I.E.C., 
28, Victoria Street, London, S.W.1.
